The wed- 
ding of royalties, especially'their eld- 
est or their only sons and daughters, 
have always the attraction of the 
ceremonial and picturesque, but there 
are some reasons which made _ this 
particular marriage specially inter- 
esting. | , 

The princess ‘has always been well- 
tiked by the people owing to the kind- 
jiness and simplicity which, as dis- 


tinguishing qualities, she shares with 
the Prince of Wales. Neither of 
them has any “side;” eachfof them 


appears to take a.genuine ‘and inti- 
mate interest in the people and its 
life—as far, of course, as. circum- 
stances permit. The occupations of 
the princess are such as have com- 
mended’ her to English favor—her 
personal preferenee is for the coun- 
try and country pursuits, and while 
only some of us are able to enjoy 
the country, those that cannot would 
like to We-all appreciate the taste. 
In her public work the princess has 
always: heen happy: she has given 


much time to nursing, both during 
and since the war. 
Then again, the marriage was not 


@ royal. nor a dynastic alliance nor 
a piece of statecraft; and we. liked 
it so much the better for that. Or 
if it was: statecraft. that a daughter 
of the royal family should marry out 
of the royal circle and into the Eng- 
lish nobility, it is a wisdom that is 
appreciated. For the landed families 
sre characteristically English aad the 
monarchy strengthens itself when it 
unites with them. Viscotnt Lascelles, 
as a matter of fact, can trace descent 
back to King Henry VII, whose

“Protection of Ou 
Muscle Shoals Bid by Alabama Power Company” 


---Says President Martin

The protection of our properties at Gorgas, 
Alabama, on the Warrior River, ninety miles 
from Muscle Shoals; the protection of our 
right-of-way between Gorgas and Muscle 
Shoals, and of other properties on the Ten- 
nessee River, from attempted confiscation and 

_ delivery to Henry’Ford, compelled us to make 
a bid for the Muscle Shoals properties. 


In 1916 the Alabama Power Company 
built a steam power plant at Gorgas, in order 
to guarantee a continuous supply of power to 

the industries and municipalities of Alabama 
during low stages of the Coosa River when 
the output from the Company’s hydro-electric 
system is insufficient to meet such demands. 


In 1917, just before.the entry of this coun- 
try into the World War, the United States 
Government considered the location of a 
nitrate plant at Muscle Shoals and negotiated 
with the Alabama Power Company for an 
immediate supply of power to be used in the 
proposed construction of this nitrate plant. 


Contract With U. S. Government. 


Through the aid of the government after 
the entrance of the United States into the 
World War, machinery for increasing the 
capacity of the Gorgas steam plant was 
promptly obtained, and an extension built 
which furnished a source of supply of power 
to the government, without disarranging other 
industries on the system. Under these circum- 
stances the contract was entered into between 
the government and the Alabama Power Com- 
pany, dated Dec. 1, 1917, which expressly 
provides that: 


“At any time subsequent to three 
years after the termination of the. war, 
the United States shall have the option 
to sell to the Contractor (Alabama Power 
Company) and the Contractor shall-upon 
written demand of the United States buy 
all its right, title and interest in and to 
station with all rights appurtenant thereto 
at the value fixed by arbitration. . . ., 
The Contractor may also at any time 
demand that the United States convey to 
it all of the right, title and interest of the 
United States in and to the Warrior Ex- 
tension and Warrior Substation.” 


Ford Demands Gorgas Plant. ° 


In his offer for the Muscle Shoals proper- 
ties Mr. Ford demands that the United States 
obtain and sell to him all the properties of the 
Alabama Power Company constituting its 
steam plant at Gorgas, including the lands on 
which it is located and the lands on which 
the 90-mile transmission line to Muscle Shoals 
is located. This demand appears in para- 
graph 41 (d) of Mr. Ford’s offer and requires 
the United States to sell: \

“All of the property constituting the 
steam power plant, built and owned by 
the Government at Gorgas, Ala., on the 
Warrior River, including lands, rights-of- 
way, buildings, machinery, material, fix- 
tures, apparatus, appurtenances, tools and

In Section 19, of Mr. Ford’s offer, it is said: 
“The above proposals are submitted for ac- 
ceptance as a whole and not in part.” 


The testimony of Mr, Ford’s representa- 
tives before the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee of Congress confirmed the statement 
contained in Section 19 that Mr. Ford would 
not agree to any modification of his offer.

(c) the protection of the Company’s

(d) the continued performance of the 
Company’s duties to the public.

Are. your feet perfect? If so, you 
are one woman in a thousand accorid- 
ing to foot speeialists. If so, it is 
worth any amount of care on your 
part to keep them so. 


The feet need not be small in or- 
der to be considered perfect. In fact, 
in all the most beautiful examples: of 
Greek sculpture, the feet are made 
comparatively large. Otherwise they 
would not seem able to carry the 
weight of the body. It was the Chi- 
nese who introduced the idea that 
small feet were beautiful, which still 
influences western civilization. 


The perfect foot is fairly long, slen- 
der in proportion to its length, with 
a high instep and a narrow heel. The 
toes should be fairly long and should 
lie straight and end in nails as per- 
fectly developed as the nails of the 
hand. 

No foot can remain perfect if it is 
badly shod. Shoes that draw the toes 
together wall cauge the big toe joint 
to enlarge and will help break the arch 
of the foot. Shoes that are too short 
will make the toes curl under, and 
the sensitive toe nails will be de- 
formed. Shoes with very high heels 
will throw the feet out of position 
and bring on broken arches. Shoes 
that are too small will stop the cir- 
culation, and shoes that are too large 
will be as harmful as those that cramp 
the feet. 

It is amazing how thé shape of the 
foot will be improved if the proper 
sort of shoes are worn, even though 
the foot has been deformed for years. 


Glory—The only thing you can do 
for your hair now is to give it the 
proper care and just be patient until 
the color has been restored to it. It 
sometimes takes a full year for the 
hair to recover after it has been 
bleached, so it is advisable to cut off 
as much of the length as can be spared 
and yet be able to do it up becomingly.

DRIVING DUEL—

The match all the way throngh was

Barnes and Bobbie Jones, One would 
lead on the drive from one tee and 
then the other would put a little more 
distance on the next than the other 
was able to negotiate.

Gibbons Has Wallep. 
Gibbons is @ fast, clever boxer, with 
a knockout wallop. In past years he 
has knocked out every man he has 
met, according to his record, with the 


exception of Bartley Madden, a tough 
Reavyweight, who stepped ten rounds 
with the challenger of Dempsey. Gib- 
bons is several years older than Greb 
and has had a world of experience, al- 
though: he has not fought as many 
boxers as his opponent.. He is clever 
enough to put over his knockout punch 
but will have trouble doing so in this 
contest because Greb is never -in’ one 


place long enough: for. an opponent to 
get set to ‘punch. 

Greb dances about, has a ovtendid 
defense and hits frem every angle 
with both hands. He has a style that 
is distinetly different from that of any 
other boxer in the game today. This 
} makes him a very hard man to boxr-—— 
beth his attack.and defense being 
hard to solve. Greb would be mid- 
dileweight champion today if Johnny 
Wilson had not run out of a ma 
with him, the result of whieh is that 
Wilson is barred from rings in almost 
every atate in the union. 

Has Heavyweights. 

The aay pare fighter has beaten 
some good heavyweights. He gave 
Bill Brennan a boxing lesson in fif- 
teen rounds, making Rrennan look like 
a rank’ novice, and Brennan went 
twelve hard rounds with Dempsey. 
Greb has done the same thing to other 
big fighters. They are easy for him. 
ut none of them is as fast as Gib- 
bons, who also has beaten most of the 
big fellows. 

Both Are on Trial. 

Both of these men are on trial in 
this engagement, Thus‘they should 
put forth their best efforts to win. 
Gibbons wants to fight Carpentier and 
Dempsey. Greb would fight either 
main and is very anxious to get a 
crack at the middleweight champion- 
ship. Each must make a good show- 
ing tomorrow night, and thus it should

the Treasury Mellon made public 
a letter strongly condemning the’ re- 
vised measure. 

Mellion’s principal objection is to 
the provision for- bank loans on ad- 
justed service certificates, which he 
declared is bad policy and would 
freeze credit. 

“The effect of this provision,” Mel- 
lon wrote, “is to transfer the cost of 
policy loans from .the- government to 
the banks, and to place in the banks, 
to the extent that the ex-service mem 
are able to obtain loans from them, a 
mass of unliquid, non-negotiable paper 
upon which the banks will be unable 
to realize until 1925. 

“The. .result would be frozen 
bank loans and inflation of eurrency 
and credit.***Needless to say, paper 
which is secured on non-negotiable 
collateral, and which may not be re- 
paid for three years, is not_ desirable 
paper for commercial banks to hold.” 

he most serious aspects of the loans 
from the point of view of the treas- 
ury is that they would be floated at 
the banks on government credit. 
“Dangerous Abuse.” 

“The plan in substance involves.a 
dangerous abuse of the government’s 
credit,” said Mellon, “for it contem- 
plates the issue of a vast amount of 
government obligations which are non- 
negotiable, and ~ ‘ve no present realiz- 
able value unless pledged with banks, 
in which event the obligations be- 
come, in effect, two or three notes 
which the government would be 
ry to pay off in 1925 upon de- 
fault by the veterans, This practically 
means that cash payments on adjust- 
ed service’ certificates would be. fi- 
nancéd—for the next three _ years 
through a forced loan from the 
banks.” 

Borrowing would be preferable to 
this, Mellon stated. He estimated the 
cost of the bonus fronr $300,000,000 to 
$400,000,000 for the nekt three or 
four years, with possible continuing 
oy of $200,000,000 a year until 


Best Method. 

“These is. no way by which the 
American t4kpayer can avoid the bur- 
den,” Mell pointed out, “and if a 
bonus is to be imposed, it would be 
far better for all concerned. that it 


‘be placed upon a direct and definite 


basis and paid each year out of cur- 
rent revenue. 

“To do this at the present time will 
necessarily mean the imposition of ad- 
ditional taxes for the purpose.” ° 

Mellon recalls the attitude of -Pres- 
ident Harding, aud points out that the 
measure as dfawn makes no provi- 
sions for meeting the cost of the 
bonus, or for retiing the obligations 
which will come due in The 
direct cost, as he figures:it, would be 
$289,954.000 for the fiscal year 1923, 
$216.440,000 for 1924, $128,013,000 
for 1925, and for 1926, when adjusted 
service certificates would be redeemed 
from Ddanks, $615,822,000. It is de- 
sirable from a business standpoint to 
make provisions fer amortization be- 
cause of the maturities of the public 
debt, Mellon stated. 

The full effect of the secretary's 
opposition will be apparent when the 
ways and means committee meets 
Mopvday vith the avowed intention of 
acting favorably on the bill.
